Relaxing,  eating,  listening  to  the  juke  box— students  everywhere— 
we  all  recognize  this  description  in  The  Bearcats'  Den.  Even  the  newest 
of  newcomers  are  familiar  with  this  scene.  Maybe  only  yesterday 
you  were  trying  to  work  your  way  through  the  crowd  so  you  could 


order  your  cup  of  coffee  and 
cheeseburger. 

But,  you  as  a  customer  have 
always  been  in  front  of  the  count¬ 
er.  Now  let’s  take  a  look  behind 
the  scenes.  Your  cup  of  coffee  was 
one  of  tire  hundreds  made  from 
the  50  pounds  of  coffee  consumed 
each  week.  That  coke  you  drank 
the  other  day  took  its  few  ounces 
from  the  20  gallons  of  coke  used 
weekly.  Hamburgers  are  popular, 
too,  as  statistics  show  students  eat 
500  every  seven  days. 

In  1951  or  ’52,  the  combination 
snack  bar  and  bookstore  was  mov¬ 
ed  to  the  Union  basement  from  the 
Administration  building.
